2. IT IS PROPOSED THAT THE NVISAGED TETE-A-TETE BETWEEN 
CHAIRMAN SCHULTZE AND MINISTER MIYAZAWA BE HELD ON THE 
MORNING OF APRIL 13 AT A TO-BE- AGREED TIME. THE 
JAPANESE ASSUME THAT CHAIRMAN SCHULTZE WOULD WANT TO BE 
PRESENT FOR THE DISCUSSION OF THE JAPANESE ECONOMY AND 
THUS PROPOSE IT BE HELD IN THE AFTERNOON. WE ARE AWARE 
THAT THERE IS OPEN HOUR BETWEEN MURAYAMA AND FUKUDA MEET- 
INGS (MURAYAMA EXPECTS TO HAVE TO GO TO DIET BY 10:30), 

AND WE WILL CONSIDER WHAT MIGHT BE DONE ABOUT THAT TIME. 
MINISTER USHIBA WILL NOT HAVE RETURNED FROM GENEVA BY 
THE TIME OF THE SCHULTZE VISIT. 

3. EPA HOPES THAT CHAIRMAN SCHULTZE WILL AGREE TO AN 
INTERVIEW WITH ECONOMY, SOCIETY AND POLICY, A SEMI 
GOVERNMENTAL PUBLISHING ORGAN SUPPORTED BY THE EPA. THEY 
HOPE THAT MR. SCHULTZE WOULD AGREE TO SUCH AN INTERVIEW 
FROM 1730 TO 1 800 HOURS APRIL 13. EMBASSY RECOMMENDS 

THAT MR. SCHULTZE AGREE TO THIS INTERVIEW. EMBASSY HAS 
ALSO RECEIVED A REQUEST FOR AN INTERVIEW FROM KINIMASA, 
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WHO IS A SENIOR ECONOMIC REPORTER FOR THE YOMIURI SHIMBUN. 
WHILE EMBASSY WOULD BE INCLINED TO GIVE THE 
YOMIURI REQUEST FAIRLY HIGH PRIORITY, WE ANTICIPATE THAT 
OTHER HIGHER PRIORITY REQUESTS WILL BE MADE, AND CHAIRMAN 
SCHULTZE MIGHT WISH TO CONSIDER A PRESS CONFER- 
ENCE. REQUEST GUIDANCE CONCERNING CHAIRMAN SCHULTZE' 
WISHES WITH RESPECT TO MEETINGS WITH THE PRESS. 

4. ASSUME CHAIRMAN SCHULTZE AND PARTY AWARE THAT, DUE TO 
PROBLEMS DELAYING OPENING OF NARITA, THEIR FLIGHT WILL BE 
COMING INTO HANEDA. EMBASSY WILL MEET AT HANEDA.
